a visual rendition of an identifier of a first concept in an ontology of concepts, wherein a 
concept comprises a normalized semantic representation;

a third description that a third relationship between the first concept and a fourth

42. (New ) The graphical display of claim 41 , wherein at least one of the first 
description, the second description, and the third description includes information describing that 
one or more of the first relationship, the second relationship, and ,ho third relationship is a "kind 
of relationship, a "has kind" relationship, h "part of" relationship, a "'has part" relationship, a 
"member or relationship, a "has member" relationship, a "substenct 1 oH relationship, a "has 
substance" relationship, a "product of" relationship, or a "has product" relationship. 
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
